Tho gold market has boon singularly oxcited 
during tho wook, and subject to violent and, as 
usual, erratic fluctuations, Wo heard in tho gold 
room and in tho street u considerablo amount of 
canards, evidently got up hy gamblers to run up 
the premium. Wo can not say too much to put 


x bur readers on their guard against the gross fab- 


rieations and stories that are constantly circula - 
ting. During half a day last week it was positive- 
Jy asserted by a set of operators, who, consider 
lien and deceptions ag a part of their! business, 
that Generals Warren and Meade had been remoy- 
ed by Grant. Others claimed to know positively 
that Atlanta and Rome had been retaken by the 
Confederates, while it was also asserted by other 
parties that a prominent firm of our city was buy- 
ing gold for Government account. All these ru- 
mors, colenlated to support the market, have suc- 
seeded in keeping up the price of the precious 
metal, and some short operators have again been 
the victiing of the successful engineering for tho 
riso which we have to report. 

The combination at work to put up the premium 
ja composed of opponents of the Federal admin- 
istration, avowed enemies of the Union, opera- 
tors who suffered some weeks ago by the rapid 
and sudden decline in the precions metal, and pro- 
vision merchants, Produce Exchange, in White- 
hall street, is jubilant when there is any advance 
in the gold premium, and those produce dealers 
and merchants form certainly the most dangerous 
and contemptible class of the enemies of our 
country and Government. They disturb our finan- 
ces, they render the condition of the people in- 
aufferable, and itis principally owing to them that 
the necessaries of life are worth two and three 
times as much as they were one year ago, though 
there is plentifuluess everywhere. 

The new loan awarded last Friday at Washing- 
ton was eminently successful, On the formal 
opening of tho bids, it was found that the propo- 
nals, single and componnd, numbered 490, and 


amounted in the-aggregate to $59,253,458. Of the

A new Thing in Mining. 

The following description of a new idea in hoist- 
ing works, by which the old system of ropes and 
chains is entirely superseded, is from the London 
Mining Journal of September 17: 

With a view to entirely obviate the inconveni- 
ence and danger resulting from the breakage of 
ropes aud chams, Messrs. Allison & Shaw propose 
ún invention Tor dispensing with them altogether, 
aud employing in their place an apparatus some- 
what simiar in form to that introduced by the 
Pneuinatic Dispatch Company, but which is worked 
by pressure instead of exhaustion, The inventors 
state that, in their improvend clevators, which are 
equally applicable for raising either water or min- 
eryts trom colijeries or mines, a cylinder or tube is 
placed in the shaft, which mses a few feet above 
the top of the shaft, aud reaches a few fect below 
the bottom of the mine. This cylinder, is made of 
or other suitable material, 
and vfa diameter according to the weight of min- 
erals, water, or other, substances to be lifted. In 
this cylinder or tube a double-hended piston worhs, 
and between tho two heads of the piston a tixed or

The Law on Fencing, 

This is u subject which will doubtless engage the 
attention of tha Novada Legislature in course of 
the present session. It may seem to same people 
in tia part of tho Stato a mattor of small moment, 
what regalation of law may ba mado concerniog 
tho matter of fences. It 38, howovor, a most im · 
portant subject; ayè to no part of the State more 
so than to Humboldt. Inst now: our attention is 
givon almost exelusively to matters affecting the 
mining interest. This will always, by the nature 
of things, bo the paramonnt interest: the bulk of 
the country is mincral-leded, and we are surround: 
ed by agricaltural communities with which wo 
have unrestricted trade. And yet, the State, and 
Humboldt county no less than any other part of, 
the State, contains agricultural lands Suflinient, if 
properly cultivated and protected, fo make it 
sclfgustaining—leaving, our bullion shipments a 
clear gain. 

A wholesome aud explicit policy regarding the 
Jaw of fences can better be adopted no than at 
a subsequent legislative session, It is expected 
that the Legislature during this session give shape 
to the general lows required in protecting the 
several leading interests of the people, and guard- 
ing each against encroachments by others. Draw 
the proper lines distinctly in the first legislation 
affenting them, and the industrial pursuita will 
conform readily to the Jav’s requirements. 

Mining is our paramount interest. Agriculture 
ranks second in importance. The two go hand in 
fond, sustaining cach other. Ariculture, ns the 
second interest of the State, aud as the auxiliary 
of the first, demands the protection of the law 
against predatory live stock. Timber fs senrce, 
and but little of it is adaptable ta fencing purposes; 
and all of itis needed in bullding and in working 
the mines. These premises being on all hands 
admitted correct, it is the daty of our lawmakers 
to protect the vital interests of the entire commu- 
nity against damage by loose stock. 

To require żtock growers to inclose or herd their 
cattle Would work them no great hardship, but 
would subserve fairly the common. welfaro. We 
receivo our timber supply from California. About 
Virginia, a large proportion of the fire-wood sup- 
ply ia also of Californian growth. We regard Cal - 
ifornia as highly favored, when we contrast our 
Beattered and stunted cedars with her dense forests 
of tall pines. And California, with all her miles on 
miles of pine forest, with her railroads and naviga- 
ble rivers reaching ont to the redwoods and tha 
pines, is complaining that the stock growers aro 
trenching upon the agricultural interest, and so 
upon the commercial; that fencing material is not 
so plentiful, cheap, and enduring, as to Justify rho 
farmer in fencing against roving cattle. This isno 
mere squatter clamor: the complaint isa common 
one from observing men in all parts of the State; 
is substantiated by figures and sound argument; 
and is receiving attention of the legislators.

ns begin right. Live stock is in plenty on every 
hand, and can be driven in, if need ba, as wanted, 
Timber, and not over-abundant, is scattered far 
and has na legs.

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A NEW METHOD or TRAVNL MG. -A tamol of 
rather moro than a quarter of a milo in length was 
latoly built, says an oxchango, in the grounds of 
tho Crystal Palaco, London, for thb purpose of 
testing u naw mothod of propolling passenger cars, 
A short timo ago Mr. Ramalt, tho inventor, laid 
down a phort tube at Battergea, to show, ona 
amall scale, that both passengers and goods can, 
by the application of the pneumatic principle, bo 
conveyed from place to placo, The carriaga is 
blown through tho tubo by air driven into the tun- 
nel by the revolutions of an enormous disc, and 
sucked throngh on the roturn trip by an exhaust. 
ing machine, Which, as it exhausts tho air of the 
othe end, fourteen pounds to the square inch, to 
push the train or car up tho tunnel. Of the ox- 
periments which have bean made at thd gryntal 
Palace, the London Times saya: t 


‘The luxury and comfort of this undorground 
traveling will occasion, perhaps, the greatest sur. 
priso to those who may have no opportunity of 
testing it, The tunnel is dark, it io true, ag all 
tunnols must be; but its carriage in well lighted, 
and ther is no reason yhy gas should not bo em- 
ployed. There are Inxuriously cushioned seats 
placed slong each side of the varriage, as in an 
omnibus, There is a glasa door nteach end, and 
lamps aye carried in front and behind the carriage, 
so that the tunnel is really illuminated us the train 
passes through, The motion of the carriage ts so 
smooth and easy, there is sucha complete absence 
of vibration, that it is totally unlike traveling upon 
any existing line, and is more liko the motion of a 
well made brougham. Add to this thet there fs no 
suffucating smell pf the sulphur and smoke from 
the locomotive—no escape of steam, no stagnant, 
polluted and poisonous air to breathe, sach a3 that. 
of the ordinary tunnel. Every train which pases 
through must carry its own supply of fresh, air, and 
must drive out before it any foul air. This purity 
of tha atmosphere is still further secured by a con» 
stant stream of tho external air which passes 
through openings at the bottom of the tunnel, so 
that the air in every port of the tunnel is an puro 
and as aweet as in the sunshine above ground, 
Another of the advantages of the system js that 
collisions, and casualties arislug from thom, are 
impossible. No two trains can by any conceivable 
possibility he in the tube or tunnel at the. samo 
time. The worst that can possibly happen to the 
traveler is thal the train may be yet fast, or unable 
to move, owing tosome accident to the machinery. 
In the event of auch an oecurrence, the passen- 
gers have simply to open the door at either ond of 
the carriage and walk out -to the nearest month of 
the tunnel.“ 


Tun Gravoyanps ar ATLANTA. The Atlanta 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Commereial says: 

‘Availing myself of the spirit that is now uni- 
versally prevalent, to-day 1 wandered through the 
city cemetery, among the dead, and thera found 
many a mark to indieate the spat where rests the 
hopo of many a doting Southern matron and wife. 
The ground comprises about ten acres, more than 
half of which is covered with tho victims of war, 
Federal and robol officers ond privates, all crowd- 
ed together so close that their coffins must touch 
each othor. Tho part used ss tho rebel burying 
ground is abont four acres; and alt the graves aro 
markod, some with neat, yet unassuming morblo 
slabs. At least eight or ten thonsand rebel dead 
must sleep in those “narrow trenches. In an ob- 
scuro corner I found the plot got apart for decens- 
ed Federal prisoners, and, halting, X read upon 
tho head boards many names of families from 
Maine to Nebraska, and remembered that at homo 
inthe great North there are seores of crashed 
hearts who know not where thelr dear ones sleep, 
Tfelt thut an hour could not bo better spent thon 
in deciphering the almost obliterated pencil marks 
upon the slabs. Upon none of the graves had the 
rebels inscribed aught to offend the tender sensi- 
bilities of the friends of tho dead who lay thero 
awaiting the resurection, which alone 

Can awake them to glory again,’

Sulphate of Copper in Amalgamating. 
i Bran Cirx, Dec, 24, 1804, 

Enrron REGISTER, 

Lear Sir: Noticing in your 
paper to-day a copy of n communication from O. 
Jonnings to the Reese River Roveillere, garding the 
use of sulphate of coppor in reducing and amal- 
gamating silver oro at the Shoba mill, I have taken 
this method of correcting tha assumptions which 
it contains. 

In his report Prof. Silliman cortolnly nays, The 
roqated oro fg amalgamated in Whecler’s flat pans, 
where the reduction of tha chlorides ia offacted by 
iron agitators, with blue vitriol.’ The gtatement 
made to him by us was this; That a considera- 
ble quantity of sulphate of copper, formed during 
roasting, entered the pana, a portion of which was 
transformed inte oxide and carbonate by the use 
of Timo, ashes or other alkali substances, and the 
remainder in consoquence of the process being 
onrried on in contgot with iron wan reduced to the 
metale state, and entered into the composition of 
the amalgam.“ 

As Professor Silliman was particular in inquire 
ing of ug the means used to prevent as much as 
possible the reduction to a metalic state of the 
copper contained in the ore, and fully approved 
of them, I can hardly imagine how tho mis-stete- 
ment referred to crept into his report, except from 
a careless transcription of his naten. 

This statemont is made as much for correcting 
any false impression that might be formed regard» 
ing tho persons named in the communſcation to 
the Reveille, as to disabuse the mind of the writer 
of it that ho has found a large sized mare’snest.
